my Lite; thoughas to my felf, I owghe to rej5yce in theſe 
Reproaches, (which are nc other than our Swiour and his A- 
poſtles underwent before me ) yer for the ſak&dt others, 
who poſſib'y may (ufter for their more favourable vpinion of 
ne; and for the lake of Truth, winch I ought to cleat from

all Miſtakes and Prejudices ; and left che Goſpel (ſhould ſuffer 
for my (ake, who am, as 1 hear, condemned as an unworthy

Firſt, As ro my Faith and Judgment in Points of Do- 
Erine, I do in general firmly believe whatever ts contained 
;n the Scripiures of the Old and New Teſtament; and more 
particularly, that Collection pf Articles, whi < the Church 
of E gland hach made z and fo far as by the Act of Q, Eliza: 

:thrhey are enjoyned, I am ready to ſubſcribe my real Al- 
ws anto them « And accord {ingly I have already, by (eve- 
ral Treatiſes in Print, declared my utter Abhorrence of all 
Popijh, Socinian, and Arminian Tenets, which are expretly 
condemned fn thoſe Articles. [a which Judgment I am mucti 
confirmed, fince I have read the Artzcles of Ireland, every 
Clauſe and Circumſtance of which I do hereby acknowlecge 
3nd own to be Sound and Orthodox. 

Secondly, As to Charch- Government 1nd Ceremony, the 
Scripture being more filent about them ( 3s things ot lefler 
Moment) Ithink I ought not to be blamed, it herein I a1- 
ſume a greater Latitude, than poſſibly ſome others do: Yet 
becauſe the Peace of the Church is much concern'din a righe 
__ ng of thoſe Matters, I do declare ; 

. That I am fo far from being againſt che order of Biſhops, 
thee when my Intereſt did altogether diſpoſe me to an utter 
renouncing of them, yet then did I chule to be Ocdained by 
the Learned Biſhop Brownrigge; and at the time of my Or- 
din2tion (which was then when the Commonwealth- Parlia- 
ment had newly aſſumed the Goverament ) I had a Teſti- 
montal from that worthy Perſon, in Terms fo expreflive of 
his Candid Opinion of me, thar lam aſhimed to repeat, be- 
cauſe I am hopeleſs of ever dclerviog it, 

2. As for Ceremonies, I hold them co be things, 1ntheir 
own 
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own Nature, Indifferent, and were they left fo, I ihou'! 
make no ſcruple fomeimes to ule them , but becaute they are 
now impoſed, and made (atleaſt as to the Our ward Practite 
of them) Neceſſary, and a Condition of Preaching the C20- 
ſpel, whereby their Indifferent Ute pro hic & nance, 15 utterly 
taken away, | therefore now think ic my Duty to tor bear 
them: and thar, upon this ſingle Reaſon, becauſe, to tix and 
eſtabliſh any thing as a neceſſary Outward Part ot Religious 
Worſhip, which God hath no where commanded, is, 10 tac 
as I yet ſee, an Entrenchmene upon Chriſts X#=gly Office , 
by which he 15 the ſole Legiflator of his Church: and which 
ought to be preſerved Inviolable by us, as well as his $Sacer- 
detal and Prophetical;, which rwo laſt, our Charch, in op- 
poſition to the Charch of Rome, hath worthily Aﬀerted. 

I know very well, that many Learned and Pious men, 
whom I very much honcur, have been, and areof a quite 
cifferent [udgment ; who conceive, that the Impoling of 
ſuch 1ndifferent things, doth not only make them Lawtul, 
but likewiſe doth oblige the Conlciences of all to an outward 
Obſervance of them : Which Afﬀertion, ] ſhould reacily 
grant, could it once be cleared to me, that God had given 
{uch power toany, as to miake thoſe things Neceſſary in his 
Worſhip, which be hath letr Indifterent 2nd F. ee: Bur be- 
cauſe I am for the preſent unſatisfied in the Lawtulueſs of 
ſuch Lmpoſtng, I ought in Conſcience tv tovrbear the Pra- 
Eile and Obtervanceot the Impoſition, 

T1 his being the only thing, that I know of, wherein I dit- 
ter trom thoſe, who are moſt devotedly tor the Church of Enz- 
land, I cannot but wonder, why the Reverend the B:ih>p of 
Davlin (nould think fit to Silence me; fince I never yet 1c 
make it my Buſinels, to vent that Opinion in the Pu!pit,nor- 
ever uled any Reflexions to alienate mens minds from the 
Eſtabliſved Foravs ; tor in (uch things as theſe, that are not of 

B cbig- - 
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abſ.lute Neceflity to Salvation, I think as none ought to be 
covpelled unto, fo neither ought they to be dehiorted from 
the Ultage of them, 

I: was meerly my being Silenced, and thereby hindred 
from preaching in the Publick piaces of Worthip, which 
made me in Pivate, and to that Family I had the charge of, 
ro exerciſe my Min:ſtry : which Duty | conceive in Law 
( conftidering my Qualification) none ought withour juſt 
Cauie to Ocbir me trom. And though ir is poſſible I may 
be charged with a love of Sep. ration, yer not only my Pra- 
tle, but my Preach:ng doth t1:fhc ently evidence, that 1 
have not, nor EVET thali cechne Communion with the Church 
of Exelajia. It being one of the Points, which T was hand- 
ling at the very nſtane when I was nterrypred, to prove 
Chat Errours in Doctrine, and ſome talie mixtures in Wyor- 
(hip, it not 1mpoled, are not futhcient grounds to divide 
and ſeparate trom the Publick Aſſembly,” it therein the E(- 
ſcatials be retained: And this I cleared, both from the 
practiſe of our Saviour, who did not withdraw himſfelt 
trom the Jew: Worthip, though it was then very corrupt; 
and likewiſe the Corinthians, though very faulty in many 
things, are exhorted by the Apoſtie ro amend their Errours, 
without any intimation that it was their Duty to Separate. 

Having thus given an Account of my Faith, I muſt add, 
that as tor my Lite and Converſation, it 1s, chough far from 
being ex4Ct according to the Rule, yet ſuch, that as my own 
Conſcience doth not, ſo neither can any, who have obſerv- 
ed my walking, uſtly upbraid me therewith, To ſay more, 
were to bs guilty of that Folly, as if I either courted, or 
thought 1 celerved. Commendation tor a bare doing of my 
Duty. ; 

D.d I think it needtul, I would conclude with teſtitying 
my Loyalty co his M jelly , but my Actions hitherto, my 
\Vrieings, 
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Writings, and my conſtant Prayers for him, do it muck 
more than my preſent Words can: And whether or no,ſuch 
an one, that 15 thus qualifed, according to the foregoing 
Declaration, who 15 not charged with any Errcour in Do- 
Arine, with any Vice 1n his Lite, or with Unpeaceable- 
nels in his Converlation, even as to thoſe very things where- 
in he'difters; whether (ſuch ar. one may not be allowed to 
Preach publickly, or at leaſt not be diſturbed in private, is 
humbly letc cothe Conſideration of the Supream Civil M1- 
viſtrat? in this Nation, to whom the Peace of the Nation, 
and inthat the Peace of che Church, doth ſolely and proper- 
ly of Light beiong.
